"Welatka" Will Finish 
At Moore Haven Oct. 1 


The “Welatka” 20 inch hydraulic 
dredge of the U. S. Engineers 
which moved to Moore Haven in 
January from work in the St. 
Johns river near Jacksonville to 
take over and complete a portion 
of.the Spadaro levee contract from 
Moore Haven northwest to the 
navigation channel near Nico- 
demus Slough has completed over 
five miles of the contrast and is 
only seventeen hundred feet from 
the end of the levee at Three-Mile 
canal. In spite of a rock strata 
which has slow progress con- 
siderably during Wye past few 
weeks, the dredge is Wyaintaining 
a daily average of aroun\one hun- 
dred feet of levee. Allow! 
few days for repairs 
hould be easily completed 
tirat of October. 

For three weeks the dredge has 
been on a seven-day a week sche- 
dule which permits no time for re- 
Pairs‘and necessitated a shuts 
down Tuesday morning for neces- 
sary repair work. Capt. F. D. King 
stated that the dredge would re- 
sume operation by midnight Wed- 
nesday at the latest. 

-Only seven or eight hundred 
feet of the bad rock digging re-

IN QUANDRY OVER TAX 


$1000 Federal License Tax 
Will’ Be Collected in 
Florida 


Liquor dealers who obtained re- 
tail tax stamps at a.cost of $25 
from the Internal Revenue De- 
partment were in a quandary 
Wednesday on receipt of word 
from the Internal Revenue De- 


der the revenue act of 1926 a spe- 
cial excise tax of $1,000 will be 
imposed on every person carrying 
on the business of a wholesale or 
retall liquor dealer ín any state} 
where such business is prohibited 
by local or state law. 

‘The act further provides "any 
person who carried on any busi- 
ness or occupation for which a 
special tax is imposed * * * with- 
out having paid such tax, shall, 
besides being liable for the pay- 
ment of such, be subject to a 
penalty of not more than $1,000, 
or to imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or both." 

The notice calls attention to the 
fact that under existing laws of 
Florida the carrying on of a busi: 
ness as described above is con- 
trary to the state laws and such 
dealers are subject to the pay- 
ment of the tax for same, the tax 
to be computed from the time the 
business was started to June 30, 
1935,
